I repeatedly 
encounter users who would like to change 
their computing leisure to include more 
serious mastery of computing skills; but for 
all but the most persistent this is an unmet 
demand...and sadly, it has been seriousy 
argued that this is the way things ought to 


be. 












What people do with their computers, nor 
what they collect or possess is the on] 

credible measure of the value of a euinonie: 
hobby. While this is a matter mostly on 
individual creativity, a user group culture 
enables those active interests to flourish 
We have the salutary example of flourishing 
sister, CUGs around the country who have 
active Special Interest Groups, and Organize 
some of their structure around courses and 
classes. 


..And STICKING Up

And just as important for our future as 
Commodore Users 1s to acuvely arm our 
members with language to be able to stick 
up for their Commodores.

I apologize to our Readers for having 
to waste the precious space of CURSOR 
with what they will only regard as 
more mischief from a tiny old-boy 
clique; but I can do no more than set 
out once again the public and verifiable 
facts of the matter, facts which Peter 
Hughes has consistently pretended 
ignorance of, or sought to misrepresent. 

BEGINNING : 
In December 1991, Parcom a computer 
repairer, dropped its advertising with 
the Club. 

I reported this matter in the February 
1992 Cursor, alone with a reason they 
advanced for doing so. 

Peter Hughes’ subsequent criticism of 
the Club -which includes such classic 
lines as "being too ashamed of the Club- 
to hold up his bead in Parcom", 
misrepresentation of CURSOR, and 
abuse of its editor, derives from that 
article in the February CURSOR, 
Anyone interested in the truth of the 
matter should begin by refering to Page 
7 and 8 of the February CURSOR. 































Quote: "In December, we received q 
note from the repairer Parcom 
cancelling their advertising with the 
Club. The reason given was that 
Parcom "were not seeing enough 
membership cards to justify their 
support of the Club"... (Feb, P8). 






Parcom had every indication that our 
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Club was (from a commercial repairers 
point of view) a large, highly selected, 
free spending pool of consumers of all 
sorts computers, computer hardware 
and software and computer repair 
services. The survey we conducted at 
the Feb Main Meeting served to confirm 
the large volume of repair traffic going 
to the Repairers who can easily and 
cheaply reach their market through the 
Club communication network. 


Parcom was not interested in such 
explanations, and dismissed them. 
Parcom was interested in cost reduction. 
They may really have believed that 
few Club Members patronized their 
service, or they have believed that they 
had a captive market that would find it 
difficult to go else where. But whether 
their reasoning proceded from inept 
Economic Rationalism or Market 
Misjudgment or Private Whim-it’s not a 
matter on which we need waste breath 
speculating. 

No attempt was made to denigrate 
Parcom, (as anyone able to read can 
easily judge)- which is the baseless claim 
made by Peter Hughes. A account of 
their commercial attitude to the Club is 
no denigration. They have a perfect 
right to reduce costs by ceasing to 
advertise with their largest and most 
intensive collection of Commodore 
users. It is shocking, but not surprising, 
that Peter Hughes would wish to keep 
this information secret from the 
community of Commodore Users. Our 
Members also have their Perfect Rights 
to act on their own enlightened self- 
interest. 


It did emerge during the March 
Meeting where Peter Hughes launched 
his first attack (3 months after Parcom 
cancelled its ad) that some members 
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were in dispute with Parcom over its 
repair practises. That is not a matter 
on which I have direct information, nor 
would the Club take a view on such 
matters. 






Free Advertising For Parcom? 

Throughout its history, the Club has 
always been generous in its support of 
commercial suppliers to our computers. 
It is in the interest of our members to 
know where to shop, where to find 
products, and know what’s available. 
Even the most superficial perusal of 
CURSOR would reveal letters praising 
Suppliers and services. 

Often, it seems, it is our users who 
discover and promote useful products 
and services, while commercial 
suppliers are somewhat at a loss to 
know who or where their markets are. 

We do this with pleasure and in our 
members interest, but we do not 
compromise our independence. Our 
whole duty is to our members; not to 
any advertiser or patron. We have 
Ralph de Vries to thank for long ago 
establishing this policy of representing 
our members with integrity. 
PHILOSOPHY 
] Implicit in the HUGHES attacks is a 
philosophy that the Club is there to 
oblige and serve commercial patrons. 
Such a doctrine might find favour with 
those who hope to curry some privileged 
relation with a commercial patron, but 
generally it is privilege at the expense of 
others, and is a doctrine innimical to 
the interests of ordinary members.

Will electronic music affect society in new 
ways? Moog: Wordprocessors have returned 
the publication of newspapers and mags to 
the grass roots. I think the same thing will 
happen with music. The Music Business 1s 
getting more and more up into the 
stratosphere with the amount of money tt 
takes... But now we have thousands of 
creative artists and they’re making CDs-high 
quality music for peanuts, and selling it over 
small networks of customers that they 
have..." 

You can make a casette for half a dollar, you 
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can make a CD -the price of pressing CDs 
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has come down to about two dollars or a 
dollar and a half each. That’s amazing" 

Australia is on the US 

Priority Price Watch 
List 

David Frith (Sun Herald p.56, April 26, 
1992) writes: "Australia was equated with 
countries like Egypt, Taiwan, China, for not 
cracking down harder on illegal copying of 
software ....." 

"There is widespread suspicion in the 
industry that the current priority Watch 
listing is a hardline American reply to the 
roasting President George Bush received 
over the US farm trade policies when he 
visited Australia earlier this year. 

"It may also be not entirely unconncted 
with the Prices Surveilance Authority 
inquiry into software prices in Australia 
which opens public hearings in Sydney [in 
May]... 

The big American companies may argue at 
that inquiry that the cost of piracy which the 
BSAA puts as high as $300 milllion in lost 
sales -1s one reason for maintaining 
significantly higher retail prices in Australia, 
compared with the US." 

* Note: AUI (p.22, May92) reports the 
claim that research (data gathered by the 
Software Publishers Association of U.S.A.) 
shows that $4.46 billion was lost in software 
piracy in Western Europe in 1990. 

The research bases its estimate on 4 
comparison of the volume of sales with an 
estimate of the number of users, and an 
estimate of the average number of programs 
they use. If those estimates are not accurate 
(it is difficult to see how they could be) any 
calculations based on them are classic 
‘rubbery figures’. 

How to trigger a trade eibargo by a 
foreign power? I rang the US Consul 
Information Service, where a spokesman at 
first claimed total ignorance of the Priority 
Watch List; but he warmed to the occasion, 
to the extent of asserting that if Australia was 
on the Priority Watch List, there could be 
no doubt it was a major thief of US 
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intellectual property. The Price Watch was a 
function of International Trade 
Administration in Washington and part of 
the mechanism for imposing trade 
embargoes. On what basis, by what 
evidence, or by what procedure, Australia 
came to be on the Priority Watch List, the 
US Consulate could give no guidance what 
so ever. Nor could anyone else I could find. 

Did it get there on the basis of dubious 
claims made by the American Software 
lobby group, the BSSA? That seems to be an 
implication of the David Frith article. If so 
(we too can adopt the hypthetical mode) 
perhaps we should encourage equal respect 
for the law by lecturing the lobby group on 
breaches of the Crimes Act. The Prices 
Surveilance Authority investigation into 
Australian software prices, which reports at 
the end of the year, and which seems to have 
sparked all of this, could be lots of fun! 


From AM Report 2.03 (An online 
Commodire news magazine) 
COMMODORE EARNINGS 
"NEW YORK (APRIL 29) PR NEWSWIRE 
- Commodore International Limited (NYSE: 
CBU) today reported earnings of $4.1 
million, or $0.12 per share on sales of $194.6 
million for the third fiscal quarter ended 
March 31, 1992. 

This compares with net income of $1.4 
million, or $0.04 per share after 
extraordinary charge on sales of $246.3 
million in the year-ago quarter. 









For the nine months ended March 31, 1992, 
Commodore reported net income of $49.5 
million, or $1.47 per share on sales of $770.3 
million. This compares with net income of 
$44.9 million, or $1.37 per share after 
extraordinary charge on sales of $830.7 
mullion in the prior year. 


The decline in sales for the quarter was 
primarily due to the discontinuation of the 
unprofitable low-end MS-DOS range, and a 
reduction in C64 sales, due to economic 
softness in certain markets. This was 
partially offset by a 10 percent increase in 
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unit sales of the Amiga line along with 
continued growth in the Professional PC 
line. 

Gross profit for the quarter declined, 
primarily reflecting the impact of lower 
revenues, partially offset by the favorable 
impact of hedging activities. Operating 
expenses were reduced by 25 percent vs. the 
prior year. 

These factors resulted in net income for the 
quarter of $4.1 million. 

Irving Gould, chairman and chief executive 
officer stated: "Revenues and profitability for 
the quarter were adversely impacted by the 
weak global economic environment. 
However, we are encouraged by the 
continued growth in the Amiga and 
Professional PC lines. Furthermore, 
Commodore’s range of products has been 
enhanced with the recent introduction of the 
Amiga 600 and 600HD, a new line of 
consumer products which have been well 
received in the marketplace." 


New MAC EMULATOR 

(from AM Report 2.03) 

Utilities Unlimited’s announce new 
hardware/software emulation platform 

"EMPLANT". This package is an open- 
ended emulation platform designed to allow 
the emulation of virtually any computer at 
hardware-related speeds. 

The package consists of one EMPLANT 
board (fits internally for A2000-3000 in a 
ZORO II/III slot - on the expansion bus for 
A500-1000), and a software driver for MAC 
IIx emulation. 

The MAC IIx emulation is a full blown 
color MAC IIx with ALL of the same 
features available on a real MAC IIx. Video 
display drivers allow the use of 3rd party 
video boards to allow full 256 color 
emulation. Device drivers allow the use of 
virtually any storage media. A normal MAC 
IIx uses a 68030, however, Apple did provide 
exception handling routines for the 68000 
(odd, eh?), so 68000 users will be able to take 
advantage of this emulator too. The MAC 
IIx emulator will run all known MAC 
software, so compatibilty at this point is 
100%. The emulator completely multi-tasks 
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with the Amiga, allowing files to be 
transferred to/from AmigaDOS to MAC 
from either OS. 

The way that this hardware is designed, by 
simply changing the ROM-SIMM module 
(MAC IIx uses a 256K ROM-SIMM), and the 
software driver (emulator software) we can 
change what computer is being emulated. 
Because of this flexibility, we *will* be 
emulating the MAC IIfx and QUADRA 
computers by the fall. A simple software 
upgrade is all that will be required. 

Support for high density drives (such as 
CBM’s 1.76 drive) have been included, as 
well as support for the 800K MAC disks 
with the SYBIL hardware. 

Also included on the hardware board are 4 
sockets (28 pins) that can be used for BIOS 
ROMs, static RAM, or utility programs. 
ALL of the custom chips used in the MACs 
are emulated through hardware, so speed 1s 
identical (or faster) than the real thing. 

The retail price for these units is $199 for 
EMPLANT, and $249 for EMPLANT and 
the SYBIL system.

I think so many retired people use C-64’s 
because they are inexpensive to buy, 
understandable, and don’t require annual 
outlays of thousands of dollars to keep them 
current. Thanks to Creative Micro Designs 
there are new products for the C-64 but 
everything is backwardly compatible. You 
don’t have to buy a new system to run new 
software as the IBM people do. 

























I also think the reason so many users who 
are "chronologically disadvantaged" (as 
Maurice Jones puts it) prefer the C-64 is that 
it is a true programmer’s computer. It takes 
a lot of books and development programs 
(big $$$) to learn to program an IBM. For 
the C-64 all it takes is the Programmer’s 
Reference Guide and a subscription to 
LOADSTAR. A lot of us who started on 
computers before there was much software 
learned that making software was more fun 
than using it.

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Fontology and all that... 

The following explanations are extracted from 
Fontology 221 by Deron Kazmaier,( DTP 
World the PageStream Newsletter from Soft- 
Logic Publishing 2nd Ed 1991). 


What is a hinted font you ask? 
Mathematics aside, a hinted font 1s a font that 
contains not only the shapes of all the 
characters in an outline (or vector) format, it 
also contains some additional information. 
This information ts the key to good quality 
output and is called the "hinting". Generally 
speaking the information or "hints", explains 
to the program how to avoid round-off error 
that causes non uniform character stems. If 
you look, you can see what can happen to the 
letter H in a PageStream font at low 
resolutions. The left stem is two pixels wide, 
where as the right stem is three pixels wide, 
This occurs at all point sixes, but is most 
noticeable when the point size is small.When 
the stem is only two pixels wide, one pixel 
difference is significant. In this case, hinting 
causes the stems to be the same width. 

Now this can occur in several ways...but the 
results are evenly weighted stems that are 
more aesthetically pleasing to the eye. 


AGFA COMPUGRAPHIC FONTS 
Compugraphic fonts are hinted fonts for 
output to dot matrix and non-PostScript 
printers. For most non-PostScript users, these 
fonts are the best choice. They provide 
quality that rivals PostScript, and do so for 
every class of printer that SoftLogik suppports 
but one, PostScript. . 

At this time you cannot print a 
Compugraphic font to a PostScript printer. 
This may seem inconsequential to the average 
dot matrix owner and it is, unless you ever 
intend on printing your documents on a high 
resolution Postscript imagesetter such as a 
Lino. Then you will need a Postscript font 
that is equivalent to the Compugraphic font 
to step in and take over. 

The one other disadvantage to 
Compugraphic fonts are their size A single 
font will range any where from 70K to 130k. 
Most typefaces such as Garamond need a 
Postscript equivalent donwnloadable. It’s no 
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wonder PageStream v2 ships on 4 diskes. 
What files contain information 
needed by compugraphic fonts? Each 
weight of compugraphic family for example 
Garamond-Antiqua) is fonund in a speparate 
fine on disk, and usually has the ".CG" 
extension. This file contains not only the 
outline and hints for that file, it contains t he 
width and kerning pairs for that font.This is 
the only file needed for each individual font, 
and one may add and remove them 
individually. However there are serveral 
support files that must be present for 
Compugraphic fonts to work properly. 
The first and most often forgotten file is the 
PlugIn Ty pebucket, This file is a collection of 
commonly used character such as 
punctualtion and numnbers that some fonts 
use instead of specifying their own outlines 
for these characters, This file must be in a 
path that is added to the font mangager for 
any Compugraphic font to show up. Because 
It 1s not a true font, it does not show up 
inside of PageStream’s font manager box, but 
it is there. Also the FONTSSv2 must be in 
the ssme place as your FONTSLISTv2 file. 
This 1s a symbol set file that is used to map 
several different Compugraphic character 
sets to the PageStream character set... 
: 


Type 1 fonts use a file set-up similar to the 

one that Pagestream fonts use. Fonts with 
information and kerning pairs are derived 
from the .AMF (Adobe Font Metric) file. 
The outline is contained in the .PFB (Printer 
Font Binary) file. As with PageStream you 
don’t need both the outline and the bitmap. 
The bitmap is best used for high speed on 
screen display. The outline required for 
PostScript and recommended for dot-matrix 
printers. The only other supports files 
needed to get Postscript to operate is the 
FontEQUIVv2 file. If you add a5 font 
family to Pagestream via the font mangager, 
and 4 or less of the weights show up in the 
font/point requester, there is a good chance 
that an attribute in one of the files was not 
recognized. Your will need to amend the 
fonteQUIVV2 file to tell PageStream about 
this unusual attribute... or

Although you have become experts at sprite 
placement and animation, you may sul have 
some difficulties in making up your own 


sprites using SPRITE MAGIC. 


What I mean is that you may know all about 
how to use the sprites you have made, in 
machine language programs, but somehow 
these creations of yours lack the artistry 
that is the mark of the professional 
programmer.

To fully appreciate this program you need to 
tailor your system for its use. 
I strongly suggest that unless you have:- 
a) Two Disk Drives 
or 
b) One Disk Drive and an REU 
(either 215K or 512K RAM) 
combined with 
c) A 1351 Mouse and 
d) An 80-DPI Printer (Star, Epson, 
Commodore or similar) 
together with 
e) Patience and a great deal of help; 
You should not consider entering this aspect 
of computing. 


Now, having said that, you can proceed on 
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with the positive aspects of GEOS. There 
are many happy users of GEOS throughout 
Australia. However, because they do not 
have a central user group or any local 
newsletter to communicate with each other, 
they, like me, have to subscribe to overseas 
clubs in order to feed their appetite for new 
programs and utilities. These clubs, together 
with a large volume of programs, do exist, 
and have large memberships which span vast 
distances and many countries.

My understanding of book keeping is 
very simple: record your financial 
transactions, sorted by: 


1. income or expense category 

2. individual categories, like wages, interest, 
etc. as income categories, or electricity, 
phone, etc. as expense categories. 

3. entries in these income and expense 
accounts should give me important 
information like: date of payment, method of 
payment (cash, cheque, credit card, etc.), 
amount paid, paid-by for income accounts, 
or paid-to for expense accounts; a generous 
comment area, where I can record 
information like an Invoice number, 
description of the income or expense. 





Before setting up such an elementary 
accounts system, I am thinking about 
methods to make entry and search of my 
accounts as easy as possible. 





The first problem I can see is the problem 
of the Account names. It is so easy to type an 
account name slightly different from your 
usual way: like Rates, entered as ratse, with 
the result that when you create a report on 
your Rates payments, you always miss out on 
that one entry, for which you misspelled the 


Account name. 


An easy way to prevent that, is to use a 
separate File with account numbers and 
Account names. I thought 40 accounts more 
than enough for my needs: 19 for income 


accounts and 21 for expense accounts. So | 
defined the 3 Fields of my file 


"Account_names" as follows: 


l.number (validated as > = 1 and < =40) 
This field is my Index field. I put 


this validation in, 


to prevent 
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myself to use numbers which I 
did not wanted. 

2.Name a 35 character text field to give the 
Description of the account. 

3.Income/Expense a 7 character long Read 
Only Calculated text field for 
which I used the formula: 
aaa "Account_names" < 20) 

"Income":"Expense". This 

means that as soon as I enter in 
the first Field a number smaller 
than 20, this 3rd Field will 
automatically display that this is 
an Income Account, and 
otherwise an Expense account. 
This, I feel, is another good check 
on the "inputting", to make sure 
that I keep the first 19 numbers 
for Income accounts, and the rest 
for Expense accounts. 





After definition of this File, I started 
entering my accounts, not necessarily using 
all 40 available numbers of course. This 
"Account_names" File serves as my Table of 
accounts, which is used by my "Journal" 
File, which contains all my financial 
Records. 





Requirements for my "Journal" File 
are: 

Fields that keep all the relevant information 
on the transaction, as fool-proof as possible 
against errors in “inputting”, and as easy as 
possible for the user. 


I always find it helpful to have in each 
Record information on what date and at 
what time the Record was created. In this 

way I can easily recall or modify a whole 
heap of Records that were created on certain 
dates or between certain times, via the 
"Update Process". To date and time stamp 
each Record does not cost the user any time, 
because it is done by the system. Here is how 
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I defined my Fields of my "Journal" File: 
1.Entry date: A constant Date Field for 


which I used the Formula 
TODAY. Best to make it a Read 
Only Field. 

2.Entry_time: a Constant Time Field for 
which I used the Formula NOW. 
Also a Read only Field. 

3.Number: (Here I wanted to make sure that 
I would pick only account 
numbers, which I had in my 
"Account_names” File, so I used 
the following Validation Formula: 

LOOKUP (number.Journal, 

number."Account_names") ELSE 
REQUEST "Account number not 
found", "Select another Account 
number.) 20, a%, 
number.Journal, 40 , 
number."Account_names", 
name."Account_names" 


If you enter an account number, 
which as eniot inthe File 
"Account_names", a window will 
appear, inviting you to pick an 
account number that does exists. 


You can even get all your account 
numbers in front of you on the 
screen by entering 0 in the 
"number" field. 

For this to work you must have a same 
Field type in both Files, a 
number Field in my case, which I 
named with the same field name 
in both files: "number". And this 
"Number" field is the Indexed 
Field. 


4.Name: a Calculated Read Only Text Field 
of 32 Characters, which picks up 
the proper account name from the 
"Account_names" File, and gives 
an error message if I forget to 
enter any number in the previous 
Field. I use the following 
Formula: 


LOOKUP(number.Journal,numb 
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er Account nares” ) 2 
name.”"Account_names":" Enter 
number first!" 

5.Date_paid: a date Field, which I made also 
into an Indexed Field, which ts 
handy sometimes for quick 
searches. 


6.Cheque-transfer: a Text Field to record a 


cheque number or something else 
Like BY Gx sens 
7.Paid-to/by: a self explanatory text Field. 
8.Comment: a gencrous text Field to record 
helpful information like Invoice 
number, itemisation, etc. 


To make this system really useful, you 
have to set up a number of "Queries" which 
are easy. Here are some that give me nice 
looking and useful Reports: (Note: do not 


type in the explanations between the 
brackets!) 


Title: "Date" February ’92 Expenditure

Fields: FIELD (which suppresses the field 
names on top of the 
columns) ON 
"Account_names" (this 
ensures that the field is

To test this type of Query, I print it 
out on screen (OK button) and edit the 
thing until I get it right. Then only J make 
a hard copy (Print & OK buttons). 









Because of the many things I want printed 
on one line, I set the Printer Preferences to 
right margin 96, elite, or 12 CPI. 








All of this looks complicated, but 
when you set things up step by step, it ts 
really not difficult. The beauty of the 
system is that you can see the results of 
your queries on screen, and alter the queries 
until you get them right, before you waste 
paper and printer ribbon. 













Do not forget to Save your query once you 
got it right. So next time you just load it, 
change the title and filter for the correct 
dates and off you go.

So, lucky you, you have just bought a new 
hard drive and are wondering what you are 
supposed to do with it. As usual, the manual 
is probably best avoided lest you get confused 
and trash the new toy before you get a 
chance to use it. Here are a few tips from 
someone who has made quite a few mistakes 
with a hard drive and who has already asked 
all the ’stupid’ questions for you. 


The initial set ups are generally done for you 
(formatting etc.) and I actually found the 
book quite helpful for a change. Follow the 
instructions and you should have no 
problems but read the rest of this article first. 
My first pennies worth of free advice is this, 
partition your drive. “Partitioning, what on 
earth is that?", you say. Well, partitions are 
just what the word says, they are partitions 
on the drive itself that break it up into 
several parts so you end up with what the 
computer thinks are more than one hard 
drive. (e.g.. dhO:, dhl: and dh2: etc.) "Why 
should I do that?" , you may well ask. Well it 
is like this. If your drive for whatever reason 
Should die at a later date, you don’t lose all 
your data and have to start from scratch. I 
have my 52 meg drive partitioned into three 
parts. DHO: is the workbench drive and is 
about 2.5 Meg in size. DH1: is the bulk of the 
drive and is about 42.5 meg and hold s most 
of my data and programs, and the remaining 5 
meg is a temporary’ drive (that’s what I 
called it, temp’) and is where I dump 
downloaded software and check to see if the 
system likes it or not. I have had a few 
programs damage (not permanently) my 
drive and I had to reformat it, better to 
reformat an empty 5 meg drive than an entire 
52 meg drive with all the software on it. 


You may have noticed that there seem to be 
2 meg missing from the above figures. That is 
the small disadvantage of partitioning, it does 
use some disk space. You will find after you 
lose all your data that this is a small price to 
pay. I did. 
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Next, back-up your drive. i.e. make a copy 
of everything on all of your drives onto 
floppy disks, and do it often. There are 
several commercial and public 
domain/shareware back-up programs 
available that copy your drive contents to 
disk in a compressed format. This is for good 
reason, eventually, your hard drive will 
become corrupted and will require 
reformating, and hence you may not be able 
to get all your data back. Back-ups put 
everything back on your disk exactly how 
they found it and are much easier than sifting 
through all your originals trying to rebuild 
your directory structure manually. Back- ups 
are boring to make, seem to take all day and 
at times don’t seem worth it, until you have 
a drive failure. 

Another good idea is to check your drive for 
bad blocks regularly. Most drives come with 
a program to check if the drive is OK. If it 
finds a block that is on the way out, it marks 
it and will not use it again (until you fix it by 
reformating at some later, hopefully much 
later, date). This way you will lose as little 
data as possible, and the drive will not try to 
write to blocks that are ‘bad’. 



























The last little piece of advice in this sermon 
is at the beginning, set up a reasonable 
directory structure. Hard drives can 
depending on size hold huge amounts of 
data. When you come home from the store 
with your new one people tend to just dump 
as much as they can on the drive anywhere 
as quickly as possible. I did, and after a while 
Thad about 50 meg of data in no particular 
order and could never find anything. Plan 
from the beginning and organize your 
programs in some sort of directory structure, 
it will save a lot of time later sorting it all 
out. 














That I think is all the major things I can 
think of at the moment, good luck and 
happy hard-driving, and see you next issue!

FOR the next issue of CURSOR, Lindsay 
Whipp, a veteran member of the CCUG(Q), 
promises to reveal all, and present an 
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anatomy of the difficulties (and 
opportunities) that beset a local author 
determined to create and publish computer 
games software. 

Against all odds, Lindsay has won through. 
His platform game, Baron Baldric, 
distributed by Electronic Arts, is now in the 
local Computer shops, in Amiga and IBM 
versions, and set for worldwide (mainly 
European) distribution (20,000 units). And a 
second Baron Baldric game in in the 
pipeline. 

To interest a major publisher, an 
independent games author must judge his 
markets, find his niche, generate the ideas, 
write the code, design the graphics-- even 
design the packaging, and organize and 
coordinate and pay for every minute aspect 
of his product’s creation and production. 
Final assembly and boxing of the small 
Australian run (1000 units) takes place on his 
kitchen table. 

Lindsay judged his only viable strategy was 
to become an independent producer, 
supplying the Publisher/distributor with the 
finished product ready to sell. At every step 
of this process, there are pitfalls for the 
software author in this perilous platform 
game, and all of L’s background of 
resoucefulness and graphic arts design skill 
and were called on to win through. 

Lindsay’s article promises to be a source of 
valuable experience and insight for 
independent Australian authors of computer 
software, providing encouragement, as well 
as insight into the political economy of 
software, where the author’s creative ideas, 
risks and costs, and long labours, seem but 
modestly rewarded. (He mentioned that for 
the game retailing at $33.00, he nets less than 
$4.00.)
